The  new  County  Laboratory  has  been  of  very  great  service  during 
the  year,  and  I am  grateful  to  the  Bacteriologist  and  his  Staff  for 
their  assistance  to  me.  Ambulance  facilities  are  adequate. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

52  Samples  of  Water  from  various  sources  were  analysed.  The 
Charmouth  water  supply  is  the  only  one  that  is  chlorinated.  Quite  a 
lot  of  work  has  been  done  to  improve  this  supply  by  relaying  new  pipes 
and  cutting  out  unsatisfactory  sources.  14  Parishes  have  piped 
supplies  and  4 have  no  piped  supplies.  The  position  at  Bexington  is 
still  unsatisfactory.

INFFCTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


In  the  first  ouarter  of  the  year  a slight  outbreak  of  Cerebro- 
Soinal  Fever  occurred  pnd  in  the  lest  nuarter  there  was  en  epidemic 
of  Measles.  Altogether  there  were  9E  cases  of  Notifiable  Infectious 
Diseases.  Scarlet  Fever  5j  Dichtheria  4,  Puerceral  Pyrexia  2, 
Pneumonia  2,  Measles  73)  Cerebr o-Spinal  Fever  5)  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
5 and  Non-Pulm  nary  Tuberculosis  1, 


From  the  Schools  were  notified,  German  Measles  140,  Impetigo  12 
Influenza  15)  Chicken  Pox  3 end  Ringworm  2. 


The  Council  agreed  to  provide  artificial  irmiunisation  against 
Diphtheria  and  a commencement  was  made  in  December , when  66  Pre-School 
and  346  School  Children  were  given  their  first  injection  of  0.1c. c.  . 
Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid-  (Bor roughs  and  Wellcome). 

Existing  facilities  for  the  typing  of  pneumococci  are  present  in 
the  County  Laboratory.  No  Measles  Serum  was  used.
